After very little but bad news for a long time, it would 
appear that signs of economic recovery are beginning to 
show 
up. Unemployment rates have slowed and 
appear to be levelling off. New car sales are up, indeed, 
in February, 1975, auto sales were higher than in 
February, 1974. Business inventories are decreasing, and 
this usually signals a trend toward increased production 
of goods. Wholesale prices have gone down in each of the 
last three months — for the first time since 1967. This will 
tend to stimulate more buying at the manufacturing 
level and will tend toward lower retail prices in the next 
few months. And, ever since the first of the year, stock 
market prices have been moving up ; and indication that 
investors are gaining more confidence in the future. 
The bad news, however, comes not from the private, 
capitalist section of the economy. It comes from the 
government, “socialist” area of our economy. Perhaps 
as clear and concise an explanation as to WHY the news 
is bad from government is explained in the April issue of 
Readers Digest magazine by Secretary of the Treasury 
William E. Simon. Simon talks sense when he declares 
that the only way out of our economic woes, in the long 
run, is for the government itself to cut expenses 
drastically.

Government,” writes Secretary Simon, “because of 
what it has done to our economy and to our personal 
freedoms.”

Once upon a time-when the 
most anybody apaid in Social 
Security taxes was $30 a year- 
there wasn’t much point in 
arguing whether that tax or the 
Federal income tax got first 
crack at the weekly paycheck. 
There’s a lot more point, or 
bite, in the agrument in 1975, 
notes Tax Foundation, Inc. 
This 
year 
the 
maximum 
Social Security tax will be $825 
on the first $14,100 of income. At 
that level, the question of which 
tax falls on which tax starts to 
involve a double tax of $93 or 
more 
For example, take a married 
man with two children earning 
exactly $14,100 
His Federal 
income tax, if it were figured on 
the amount left after his $825 
Social Security tax has been 
withheld, would be >$154 less. 
His Social Security tax, if it were 
based on income remaining 
after the Fedeal income tax is 
w ithheld, would be $93 less.

Farm ers Need protection bills 
to aid against declining prices 
With planting time rolling 
around, farmers this year face a 
dilemma regarding how much to 
plant. The dilemma largely is 
the creation of Secretary of 


Agriculture Earl Butz, who, on 
one hand, calls for all-out food 
production and, on the other 
hand, 
advocates 
a 
farm 
economy totally free of income 
and price supports. 
As Sen. Thomas Eagleton has 
pointed out, the Butz has for­ 
mula maybe a prescription for 
disaster for American farmers. 
Surplus production, inevitably 
leads to lower prices, which in 
turn lead to production cutbacks 
to force prices back up. 
Last year, at the urging of the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
farmers planted and harvested 
record crops. 
Farm 
income 
reached a record high, but was 
not enough to absorb farm 
production costs, which rose by 
$10 billion. This resulted in a net 
decline in 1974 farm income of $5 
billion. 
This year, farm costs have 
continued to increase, while 
farm 
prices 
have 
taken 
a 
nosedive. Many farm ers have 
called for cutbacks in food 
production in order to reverse 
this trend. 
But the worl d critically needs 
the food. Although it’s regular 
news coverage has disappeared, 
the world food shortage caon- 
tinues to exist and, in fact, 
becomes more severe each day. 
Millions of persons in Asia and 
Africa 
will 
die 
slowly 
and 
painfully this year from star­ 
vation. 
This 
country’s 
food 
reserves already are depleted, 
and few of us would look forward 
to the prospect of more shor­ 
tages and price increses. 
If 
we 
want 
m axim um 
production 
from 
the 
American farmer, however, we 
must protect him from declining 
prices. 
New 
incentives 
are 
needed. Emergency legislation 
now pending in Congress would 
provide one such incentive by 
increasing target prices and 
loan levels of amajor grains and 
cotton and would increase parity 
for dairy producers. 
The bill is a long way from 
solving all of this country’s farm 
problems, but it is more of the 
kind of aid farmers need. 
Mr. Butz strongly is opposed 
to the bill 
and has urgd 
President Ford to veto any such 
legislation. He says he wants to 
get the government out of far­ 
ming. 
The administration can’t have 
it both ways- it can’t have a 
productive and prosperous farm 
economy without giving the 
farmer some assurance of a 
reasonable 
price 
for 
his

HIGH TAX RATES 
MAY BE FACTOR 
IN NEW BUILDING 
Property tax rates are high 
enough in some parts of the 
country 
to 
influence 
con­ 
struction of new housing and 
business facilities, as well as the 
maintenance and modernization 
of existing one, a new Tax 
Foundation study says. 
Other effects of the tax, which 
produced nearly $51 billion last 
year, as well as ways in which it 
could

im proved, 
are 
discussed in the study, Property 
Taxation 
in 
G overnm ent 
Finance. 
Impact of the property tax on 
the cost and use of land, a 
co m m u n ity ’s 
co m p etitiv e 
position for new industry and 
growth, 
and 
the 
growing 
pressure for exemptions are 
other reasons ; advanced for 
looking at the tax as something 
more than the mainstay of local 
finance. 
The study’s author, Prof. C. 
Lowell Harriss of 
Columbia 
University, notes that because 
administration of the tax in most 
states is a local responsibility, 
both 
the 
quality 
of 
ad­ 
ministration and the equality of 
assessment vary greatly. 
“Achievements 
in 
several 
places 
dem onstrate 
that 
assessment can meet standards 
very much higher than are being 
tolerated in most of the coun­ 
try,” he says. 
In 
a 
discussion 
of 
op­ 
portunities for improving ad­ 
ministration of the tax, Prof. 
Harriss sees a state government 
role larger than most presently 
perform. State efforts, he says, 
could be wielded in such matters 
as setting goals and standards, 
consolidating districts to in­ 
crease effectiveness, training 
staff, and upgrading appeals 
facilities and procedures.

Mrs. Walker regrets she did 
not campaign door-to-door and 
talk to men and women’s clubs 
to become a household word as 
an interested mother, not a 
feminist.

been taken on this matter by the 
Armed Services Committee of 
both the Senate and the House. 
Why Such Persistence 
Yet, 
the

disclosure has persisted First, 
the Senate voted to create a 
Select Committee to probe — 
Watergate style — the CIA 
operations. Now, the House has 
gotten into the act with its own 
committee to investigate not 
only the CIA but the FBI and 
other intelligence agencies of 
government. 
The charges and criticism 
against the CIA should be in­ 
vestigated 
and 
any 
im­ 
proprieties corrected, but we 
MUST NOT LAY BARE this 
necessary organization for the 
sake 
of

ir r e g u la r i t ie s . 
P e rh a p s 
Congress has not maintained 
sufficient 
oversight 
of 
CIA 
operations in the past, but we 
cannot remedy that situation 
with a flood of unnecessary 
disclosures now. 
This nation cannot afford to 
cripple 
the 
CIA 
with 
loud 
publicity 
or 
sensational 
headlines. To do so would make 
all Americans the losers. The 
United States today exists in a 
dangerous world where intrigue 
and 
deception 
are, 
un­ 
fortunately, the tools of some 
nations’ diplomacy. A powerful, 
modern country would allow 
itself to be so deceived and 
misled at its own peril. 
The greatest danger in the 
current investigation is not the 
disclosure of some misdeed 
which should be revealed and 
corrected, 
but the complete 
uncovering of our international 
intelligence system. In this era 
of negotiation and detente, there 
must be adequate means for 
keeping informed. The arms 
limitation agreements with the 
Soviet Union, for example, are 
acceptable ONLY if we can be 
sure of their adherence to the 
rules. We can no longer hide 
behind the oceans on our flanks 
and let the rest of the world go 
by. 
Thurmond Urges Caution 
Senator Thurmond said: “In 
the interest of restoring and 
retaining public confidence in 
the CIA and the purpose it 
serves, it is proper for in­ 
vestigations 
to

held. 
However, they should be carried 
out

carefully 
and, 
e f e r ; t h little fanfare 
ua not endanger our own 
national 
security

current emotional clamor which 
could result in the destruction of

The editorial in the January 7, 
1975, edition of the Daily World, 
official voice of the Communist

We 
are not saying that every person 
who now endeavors to destroy 
the FBI or to besmirch the 
memory of Hoover is a com­ 
munist What we are saymg is 
self-evident; whoever engages 
in such activity must do so with 
the full knowledge that he is to 
that extent in company with the 
Communist Party.

SOCIAL SECURITY FINANCIAL PROBLEMS 


(E ditor's Note: Social Security is having both long and 
short-term financial problems. In his second column of a 
series on Social Security. Senator Thomas F. Eagleton will 
answer questions concerning the causes of these problems.) 
Have the Social Security trust funds been misused? 


N o. Under the law. Social Security funds can be used only 
to pay benefits to insured workers, their dependents and 
survivors and for the administrative costs o f the program. 
All surpluses in the funds are invested in government 
securities and earn interest which more than pays for the 
administrative costs o f the program. The result is that more 
than 
100 
per cent 
o f every dollar contributed to Social 
Security is paid out in benefits.

What has caused Social Security's short-term deficit? 


It is a direct result o f the current econ om ic situation. 
When 
the 
cost-of-living 
escalator 
clause was enacted by 
Congress in 1972, it was assumed that wages would rise by 
about 5 per cent per year and prices by 3 per cent. This would 
allow the cost-of-living increases to be self-financed. 
H owever, over the past 18 m onths, price increases have 


out-stripped 
wage increases. This situation, conbined with 
high unem ploym ent rates, means that incom e to the Social 
Security trust funds this year will be about S2.5 billion less 
than benefit paym ent0. Income is expected to continue to fall 
short over the next five years. 
What are Social Security's long-term financial problems? 


Because o f a current decline in the birth rate and because 
the people born during the post World War 11 “ baby boom " 
will be retiring during the next 50 years, the ratio o f retired 
persons to working persons will rise during the next century. 
For this reason, the law n ow provides that the tax rate be 
increased from 4.95 per cent on both the em ployer and 
em p loyee to 5.95 per cent in the year 2011. 
This increase was based on a projected fertility rate o f 2.5 
births per wom an. N ew evidence indicates the rate may drop 
to as low as 2.1 births per woman - -increasin g further the 
ratio o f retired persons to working persons in the 21st century. 
This means the tax rate increase currently provided for will 
not adequately pay for the benefits. 
Will Social Security funds be exhausted in the next few years? 


N o. Because o f the $45 billion in reserves in the trust 
funds, there will be sufficient funds to finance benefits in the 
years im m ediately ahead. 
However, if Congress took no action, the reserves would 
probably be depleted by 1980 or 1981. 1 can assure you that 
Congress will take action and depletion o f the reserves will not 
be allowed to occur. 
In my next colum n. I will discuss what action Congress 
can take to deal with Social Security’s financial problems.
